T H E 
LAW 
RELATING 
TO 
DEER 


T h e C lause T h at W as Sat A sid e en d the^ 
O ne In F orce. 
Under the fish and game law of the 
state now in force deer hantera will 
have to get in their deadly work with­ 
in the next two weeks. 
The law now 
in force is that passed by the legisla­ 
ture in 1893, the law of 1895 having 
bean declared invalid by the supreme 
court. 
Under the law of 
1893 the 
open season for deer is from October I 
tj October 31. 
Under the law of 1895 
the season was from November I to 
November 21. 
Scores of letters and 
telegrams from hooters are being re­ 
ceived daily at the office of the fish 
and game warden asking for informa­ 
tion in this regard. 
Toe section of 
the law of 1895 relating to the cap- 
nre and killing of deer la as follows: 
“ It shall be nulawful and prohibited—deer 
season—I. To kl I, capture or take by any kind 
of device or contrivance whatever, or to pursue 
with intent to kill or to take or worry any deer, 
buck, doe ar fawn between the 2lst day of No­ 
vember in each year, and he succeeding 1st 
day of November in the year following; all the 
months of the years except the first twenty days 
of the month of November being hereby de­ 
clared the close season for the animals above 
named in this section, provide, however, that 
the killing, taking or worrying of any dee*, 
buck, doe or fawn is hereby prohibited in t> e 
county of Sheboygan for the period of five 
years. 
“ Use of dogs for deer prohibited-2. To hunt 
d**er, buck • r dt,e iu the night time, or at any 
time with dog*. 
I 
“ Rabbit hunting with dogs prohibited in deer 
season - 3. To use a dog or dog* to hunt rabbits 
durlugthe tin e the law permits the huuttngof 
deer; provided, that Ibis subdivLl n shall not 
appiy to the counties of Green, Dane, Rock, 
Walworth. Kenosha, Racine, Milwaukee, XVau- 
kesba, Jefferson. Ozaukee, Fond du Lac Colum­ 
bia, Winnebago, Calumet, Dodge, Washington, 
Iowa, Crawford, Grant, Maiiitiwoc, Kewaunee 
and that portion of Door lying soutn of Sturgeon 
Bay and Lafayette.” 
The section of the 189? law relating 
to the hunting of deer, and the law 
now in force is as fo.lows:
